The Army Mother 

" She being dead yet apeakelh "

IT was ' on October i, 1890, that 
Catherine Booth, the Mother of 
The Salvation Army, was called to her 
reward, "more than conqueror" 
through the Blood of the Lamb. 

Thouch her chair has been vacant 
for BO loag wo cherish her memory 
and Rlory in the fact that her spirit 
^_Is with The Army today when oui- 
thoughts turn lovingly to the sacred 
God's Acre In Abney Park Cemetory, 
where all that is mortal of Catherine 
Booth rests in peace beside the re- 
mains of our revered ' and honored 
Fathor-GcneraL 

Mrs. Booth was a groat woman, and 
her greatness was apparent In many 
directions. 

For Christ and Humanity 
Whether considered as wife, mother, 
champion of the distressed and suffer- 
ing, as speaker, pamphleteer, teacher 
and leader, as pioneer, worker, organ- 
iier, or as inspirer of otherstshe was 
always esseaUally great. That her 
high glfto and noble qualities were 



placed upon the altsr of sacrifice in 
tho cause of Christ and humacity 
should fill every child of God ^^itn 
thanksgiving. 

■ SpcalEing on ono occasion of Tlie 
Army Mother, the late Genorat sEid: 
"She was a bom genius— a bom raa- 
soner— and she had the capacity for 
praaping any aubject on which she had 
information, and for understanding it. 
She had argumentative powers. I 
never knew her worsted or beaten in 
an argument, and thet 9 were very few 
subjects that concerned tiie Intere^^ts 
of tlie Iiumun family with which i^hc 
Was not conversant She had learned 
politics at hor father's table. She was 
well informed on social questions, on 
physical, and Indeed many oUier sci- 
ences. I need not say she was well 
informed on religious questlona; bet- 
ter still, she had what in my estima- 
tion was her greatest recommendation,' 
and had most to do with makl&e hot 
a heroine in the estimation of the mul- 
titude—she liad a big heart" 

Our present General, in a tribute to 
his glorified mother, said; 

"Pretences of every kind did not 
merely disgust or revolt herj they 
fired her burning soul with a passion 
for the truth. TIiIb made her at once 
a wonderfully tender and attractive, 
and yet a terribly overwhelming, 
toaoher. . . The Truth in her hands 



was not only a balm in Gllead, but n 
sword— the sword of the Lord— often 
dripping with the blood of His ene- 
mies. Sympathy of the widest was 
united wltli the gcntliuieau of a tendei 
woman, but they went hand in hand 
with uie deepest spiritual surgery. 
Mercy was never mistaken for love, 
nor sin for misfortune. Hell was 
never called oblivion. . . She was a 
pioneer. 

A Marching Soat 

"Hers was not merely a receiving 
and bestowing spirit— it was a march- 
ing soul, ever marching en. lliere 
can be no question that something of 
this enthusiasm for going forward was 
imparted by Mrs. Booth to The Army. 
Here again it is not dlOlcult to trace 
her influence upon The General and 
to observe how wonderfully God fltted 
them to each other' and to the woric 
Ho gave them te do." 

Mre. Booth, in hor recollections of 
The Army Mother, says; 

"I believe when sufficlont timo has 
elapsed to enable posterity to form

sotting up of those stondards and her 
brave, self-denying life of action in ' 
the servite of humanity brought about ' 
the commencement of a new era for ;

A Woman Among Women 

"Other notable women In her time- 
did much to further tho cause of our 
sex In various departments of life 
Miss Flnmice Nlghtlngftlc, by her un 
selfish ministrations to tho needi of 
the suffering soldiery; Mrs. Elizabeth 
Fry, in her lierolc endeavor to rcfonn 
the prisons; Mrs. Josephine Butler, to 
whom every woman owes the deepest 
debt of gratitude for her Intrcnid 
breaking of the most awful chain that 
over held British women enfiloved-- 
but to Mrs Booth was given the clor- 
ious opportunity of opening the door 
to tho service of woman in the church 
of God." 

The following are quototlons from 
the many inspiring utterances and 
writings of The Army Mother: 

"It was no sham crudflxion. It wae 
BO sentimentality. There was no sen- 
timent about carrying tho Cross up 
Calvary. There was no sentiment in 
being nailed to it— mode a spectacle 
to Heaven, Earth and Hell. Thoro v/aa 
no sentiment in that It was a deadly, 
earnest reality. The nails were real 
nails; the spear was a roal spear; the 
Cross wtks a real Cross— and an u^Iy 
and rugtced oou, too. No garland of 
flowers there — no, Uiat was a real cru- 
cifixion, and a real dying, which raclccd 
evsrjr fitoe of His sacred frame. But 
Ho went through with It, and Ho 
wants us to be crucified with Him. . .

The frontispiece of (his issue forcibly 
impresses one with the truth of The General's assertion, "Strong drink ■ 
strikes at the very fdusdations of the home," and this brief paper is pub- 
lished ia the hope that it will aid in awakening the people to the serious- 
ness of the dtaation.

DrinUng In Secret 
But how can Fitrh frpodom bo pos- 
sible if the father — or, what is even 
more dreadful, the mother— is quietly 
drinking the poison in secret? The 
young people Instinctively lose the 
natural respect for such a father or 
mother. Their word ceases to be any- 
thing to them; their law loses its claim 
upon them. Their punlshmcnto are m 
tho children's eyes transformed Into 
brutal injustices. LitUe by little, and 
more and more, that righteous fenr 
wiilch was the he^nnlng of wisdom 
in them Is destroyed, and in their lim- 
ited sphere they are degraded into 
neglecters and dcaplsera of all autho- 
rity. The parent who ought to have 
been the emblem of oil lawful power 
to thorn — the roprescntaUve of God 
Himself — becomes hut a chip of wood

ONE of the most important tasks 
confronting The Salvation Army 
in India Is that of educating the peo- 
ple ari^t, weaning them from old 
Buperstmons, and preparing tbeir 
minds for the reception of the truth. 
In many parts of the country our 
efforts in this direction have met with 
signal mccesB, paiticalarly in Tra- 
vancore. South India, whjre there are 
now ISO Army Day Schools^ with a 
register of about seven thousand diil- 
dren, and four Boarding Hostels for 
boys and girls. 

' Mnjor and Mrs. Lamm, who have 
been connected with the edocational 
work in Travaacore for some years, 
give some interesting informatioD 
about Uie work. 

Contrary to the belief held hy many 
people, the natives of Sbjith India, at 
ieusl, AX*> «ag«r for th« «ducaUoa of 
their children, and hundreds of Hindu 
and Mohammedan parents send their 
boys and girls to The Army Scfaotds. 

It was in response to this desire 
and many representatIor.s received at 
our N&gercoil Headonarters that a 
Central School was opened Mime 
years ago. It consisted of seven 
classes, embracing the complete ver- 
nacular, or elementa^, conrae, and 
also an Eiiglish Branch for those de- 
siring to learn Ea^ish. While the 
former course qnalifies for the Teach- 
er's Diploma the latter provides for 
good business training, and many of 
oar OfSccrs' children avail themselves 
of this opportiinity of acquiring the 
English iMgaage. Nrarly six han- 
dr^ children attend this School,

The fact that 
grants to Army Schools last year 
amounted to over 11,000 rupees
